International  Women's  Day 

On     March     8th,     1857,     women     textile     and 

garment  workers  in  New  York  staged  a 
demonstration  for  better  working  conditions, 
more  pay  and  an  end  to  the  12  hour  day.  Their 
march  was  dispersed  by  mounted  police,  and 
many  women  were  trampled  and  injured.  Three 
years  later  they  formed  their  own  union  to 
continue    their    struggle    for    equality    on    the    job. 

The  memory  of  this  valiant  action  was  kept 
alive  in  the  oral  traditions  of  the  garment 
shops,  and  again  on  March  8th  in  1908, 
thousands  of  women  in  New  York  walked  out  of 
the  textile  factories  and  into  the  streets, 
demanding  better  working  conditions,  an  end  to 
child    labor   and    the    right   to   vote. 

In  1910,  after  the  tragic  Triangle  Shirtwaist 
fire,  Clara  Zetkin  proposed  a  resolution  that 
declared  March  8th  a  day  Of  commemoration 
--International  Women's  Day.  Since  then,  the 
holiday    has    been    celebrated    all    over    the    world. 

This  is  the  12th  annual  celebration  of 
International  Women's  Day  in  Charlotte. 
Throughout  the  conference,  we  will  focus  on 
the  contributions  and  achievements  of 
everyday  women-the  heroines  of  our  own 
history . 

Over  the  years  we  have  honored  local 
heroines;  raised  money  for  projects  to  improve 
women's  lives  in  Charlotte,  South  Africa,  and  El 
Salvador;  celebrated  the  contributions  of 
everyday  working  women;  and  added  our  own 
special    chapter    to    women's    history    in    Charlotte.

A  TRIBUTE  TO  FRAN  SAXON 

Founder  and  Executive  Director 
WomanReach,  1978-1988 

"She  represents  the  best  of  what 
women  can  be" 


Despite  the  impressive  list  of  meritorious 
achievement  attached  to  her  name,  those  who  know  her 
agree  that  Fran  Saxon's  most  worthy  achievement  is 
simply  that  she  makes  our  lives  better.  Whether  as  the 
epitome  of  a  self-defining  woman  or  as  an  empathetic 
listener,  Fran's  best  work  is  done  "one-to-one." 
Nowhere  is  that  more  apparent  than  at  WomanReach,  the 
organization  she  founded  and  which  is  now  recognized 
as  essential  to  the  quality  of  life  in  the  Charlotte 
community. 

WomanReach  had  its  beginnings  at  UNCC,  where 
Fran  was  a  "re-entering  student"  in  the  early  70s.  It 
was  here  that  her  understanding  of  her  own  life 
experiences  was  expanded  to  embrace  the  condition  of 
all  women.  Upon  graduation  in  1975,  Fran  received  a 
special  award  for  outstanding  contributions  to  the 
university  community  in  recognition  of  the  counseling 
center  she  established  to  help  older  commuting 
students  adjust  to  campus  life.  After  participating  in 
an  experimental  project  sponsored  by  the  Women's 
Commission  and  CPCC  to  address  career-related  issues, 
Fran  realized  that  work  was  only  one  of  several 
pressing  issues  women  have  to  deal  with,  and  that  in 
meeting  the  emerging  needs  of  women,  a  uniquely 
woman-oriented    approach    was    required. 

Thus  the  philopsophy  of  "women  helping  women" 
was  designed.  Using  the  peer  counselor/support  group 
concept,  thousands  of  women  have  been  nurtured 
through  crisis,  transition,  and  self-actualization.  More 
than  one  woman  has  been  heard  to  say  of  the  program: 
"WomanReach  saved  my  life."  In  that  sense,  Fran  is 
rewarded  every  time  another  woman  finds  a  voice, 
another  woman  recovers  her  sclfhoood,  another  woman 
chooses  freedom.  If,  in  the  last  several  decades,  giant 
steps  have  been  taken  by  womankind,  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  courage,  tenacity,  and  compassion  of 
individuals  like  Fran  Saxon  who  effect  change  on  the 
most    fundamental    level:       Human-to-human.

Complete  Text  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment 


SECTION  I:  EQUALITY  OF  RIGHTS  UNDER  THE  LAW  SHALL  NOT  BE 
DENIED  OR  ABRIDGED  BY  THE  UNITED  STATES  OR  BY 
ANY  STATE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  SEX. 

SECTION  II:  THE  CONGRESS  SHALL  HAVE  THE  POWER  TO  ENFORCE, 
BY  APPROPRIATE  LEGISLATION,  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
THIS  ARTICLE. 

SECTION  111:  THIS  ARTICLE  SHALL  TAKE  EFFECT  TWO  YEARS  AFTER 
THE  DATE  OF  RATIFICATION.

What  is  Women's  History? 

Women's  History  is  the  multi-cultural 
study  of  women's  lives  and  roles  which  brings 
to  light  entirely  new  aspects  of  life,  images  to 
which  all  girls  and  boys,  women  and  men  can 
relate. 

History,  as  it  has  been  traditionally  taught,  has 
focused  on  the  political,  military  and  economic  events 
of  the  times,  virtually  excluding  women,  people  of 
color,  and  the  mass  of  ordinary  citizens.  To  the 
children  of  those  ignored  groups,  history  has  come  to 
be.  seen  as  remote  and  lifeless,  a  tale  having  little 
bearing  on  their  own  lives.  By  expanding  the  focus  of 
what  we  consider  "history"  to  include  multi-cultural 
women's  history,  we  give  students  an  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  history  that  lasts  longer  and  has 
more   relevance   to   real    life. 

The  events  and  individuals,  the  ideas  and 
attitudes  which  have  shaped  the  lives  of  the  vast 
majority  of  individuals  throughout  history  have  often 
had  quiet  beginnings.  Whether  in  small  communities 
or  big  cities,  important  ideas  have  often  begun  with 
ordinary  people  who  were  able  to  see  things  a  little 
differently  from  their  neighbors  and  who,  perhaps 
slowly  at  first,  began  to  speak  and  act  with  the  courage 
of  their  convictions  in  ways  which  changed  the  course 
of  history  for  us  all.  Such  small  events  are  the  core  of 
women's  history.  The  changing  nature  of  family  life, 
the  evolution  of  the  nature  of  work  and  the  composition 
of  the  work  force  itself,  the  inter-relationships  of 
people  from  different  cultural,  social  and  economic 
backgrounds,  the  rise  of  movements  for  social  progress 
and  constructive  change--such  stories  are  the  content 
and   focus   of   women's   history. 

Our  women  heroes  may  not  have  been  rich  or 
famous,  but  they  had  qualities  that  set  them  apart  and 
made  their  lives  noteworthy.  This  year  we  celebrate 
the  women  who  have  come  before  us,  those  who  have 
been  a  part  of  the  subtle  and  mighty  changes  that  have 
led    this    nation    into    its    future.
